Ceremony at Post Office Inaugurates 
Narberth s New Delivery Mail Service 

BURGESS DOWNES MAKES BRIEF ADDRESS, TELLING OF OUR 

BOROUGH'S GROWTH— PRAISES POSTMASTER HAWS— NEW 

LETTERS WELCOMED AND INTRODUCED TO CITIZENS. 



Narberth stepped into :i now era 
Thursday morning at 8 o'clock, when 
the new free house-to-house delivery 
of mail was inaugurated. 

There was a brief but appropriate 
ceremony in front of the Post Ollice, 
which was attended by a goodly gath- 
ering of our citizens. 

Promptly at 8 o'clock Postmaster 
Kdward S. Haws, Burgess Carroll 
Downes, and the three letter carriers — 
Messrs. Stewart Hall, Charles K. Oflicor 
and Frank H. Englehnrt, the latter car- 
rying their first bags of mail to be 
delivered in Narberth, appeared on the 
steps of the Post Oilico. 

Summoned by Bugle Call. 

Many of our residents were already 
on hand and others were summoned 
by the bugle call played by Scout- 
master Fred C. Patten. Postmaster 
Haws then announced that Narberth 
was about to inaugurate the new de- 
livery service, and assured his fellow- 
townsmen that he and his entire staff 
would endeavor to render to our town 
in the future — as they had always en- 
deavored to do in the past — the very 
best possible .service in every particu- 
lar. 

Burgess Downes Speaks. 

Mr. Haws then introduced Burgc ss 
Downes, who made a brief address, in 
the course of which lie said: 

"We are much indebted to Mr. Haws, 
our present Postmaster, for his unceas- 
ing, well-directed efforts to secure for 
Narberth and its .'{,840 citizens the 
same sort of free mail delivery that our 
most modern cities enjoy. In 101-1, 
Mr. Haws took charge of the local 
office occupying the small building just 
opposite the present post ollice. At 
that time Mr. Haws' force consisted of 
one assistant and one clerk. Our bor- 
ough grow so rapidly that tiie Govern- 
ment was compelled to secure new quar- 
ters and the present location seemed to 
meet all requirements. We have all 
lived to see this building at certain 
hours of the day just as much congest- 
ed as the old building across the street. 
In the meantime, the post office force 
has been increased, and now besides the 
postmaster and assistant, we have three 
clerks and with the addition of the 
three carriers, the force will consist of 
eight persons. 

Saving of $1,700 to Citizens. 

"By liberal patronage of the home 
office the receipts have reached the 
amount required to insure free service 
long before our population would war- 
rant it. It is necessary, however, that 
our people continue to go to their home 
office for stamps, stamped paper, and to 
buj' money orders, and send their par- 
cel post packages. We must increase 
the revenue, not diminish it. We must 
understand that by the establishing of 
free service the expense of the office 
will be greatly increased to the De- 
partment, but there will lie a saving of 
$1,700.00 to the patrons who have been 
paying a yearly box rent. Eighteen 
street letter boxes will be placed around 
the borough about October 1st. 

"Narberth has grown and will con- 
tinue to grow. We arc proud of the 
fact that we are strictly suburban, but 
at tho same time we have every modern 
convenience that might be found in any 
city, and this addition of free mail 
service makes us more attractive to the 
home-maker than ever before. 

Citizens' Co-operation Assured. 

"The carriers who are leaving this 
office this morning are men who have 
had experience in this special line. 
They are Messrs. Stewart Hall, Chas. 
K. Officer and Frank II. Knglehart. We 
welcome them to our community and

Photographers on the Joh. 

Numerous amateur photographers, as 
well as newspaper photographers from 
Philadelphia, were on hand and made 
many pictures of the scene. 

After Burgess Downes finished speak- 
ing, he congratulated Postmaster Haws 
and the three now carriers and extend- 
ed to the latter an official welcome to 
our borough. This was a signal for 
others to come forward and for five 
minutes Postmaster Haws was busy in- 
troducing citizens to Messrs. Hall, Of- 
ficer and Knglehart. The three carriers 
then started on their first trip. 

Cariers All Experienced Men. 

Messrs. Officer, Knglehart and Hall 
are all experienced Post Office men, and 
thus Narberth is assured, from the very 
beginning, of first class service. There 
will be two deliveries daily; the car- 
riers will leave the post office at 8 
A. .M. on the first trip and at 3 P. M. 
on the second trip. 

Messrs. Officer and Hall will make 
the deliveries on the north side of the 
railroad and Mr. Euglehart will deliver 
on the south, side. 

There will, of course, be no Sunday 
deliveries. The post office, however, 
will be open the usual time Sunday for 
those residents who have retained their 
lock boxes. 

Until the new collection boxes are 
installed, October 1, it will be neces- 
sary for residents to go to the post 
office to mail their letters. And don 't 
forget to buy your stamps at our own 
Narberth Post Office.

Our citizens are urged to remember 
that now that we have house-to-house 
delivery of mail, street addresses 
should be used in addressing all mail 
for delivery in Narberth. Tho only ex- 
ecutions to this rule will be those cases 
where a few individuals or business 
concerns have retained their post office 
boxes. 

By making sure that you have the 
right street addresses you will assist 
in prqmpt sorting and delivering of 
mail.

Lower Merion Issues 
$270,000 For Roads 

NEW BOND SERIES OF TOWNSHIP 

WILL MATURE IN SEVEN 

YEARS AND WILL BE 

TAX FREE. 



The issuance of a new series of high- 
way bonds, tax free and paying 4.6 
per cent, has been announced by the 
Commissioners of Lower Merion Town- 
ship to provide for road repair and ex- 
tension throughout the township, which 
includes Ardmore, Bala, Cnywyd and 
Merion. 

The bonds will be free of the State 
tax, since the township guarantees to 
pay that, and will also bo free from 
the Federal income tax. The new issue 
will mature in series, the iirst $.'50,000 
maturing on January 1, 1922, and un-' 
der the plan the entire series of $270,- 
000 will be paid off at the end of seven 
years from date of issue, July 1, this 
year. 

An issue had been prepared for ear- 
lier sale, with a 5 per cent, interest,, 
and was on the market; however, a 
court decision was found which pro- 
hibits the issuance of township bonds 
at more than 5 per cent. With the 
State tax of four mills added this 
amount would be exceeded, so the issue 
was recalled. It was first thought to 
appeal the decision, but as this action 
before the Supreme Court would take 
time tin. need of the money for road 
work this year necessitated the reduc- 
tion in interest in the second issue. 

A like bond issue was made in 1913, 
totaling $290,000, and payable in series 
similarly; this issue will be paid off by 
the time the new bonds are offered. Tho 
money so derived was used solely in 
extending the heavy concrete highways, 
and as it was found the work outlasts 
the life of the bonds by several years 
the issue was a success. Of the eighty- 
seven miles of metalled roads in tho 
township, exclusive of State and county 
highways, twenty-six are of Tarvia top- 
ping, and a like mileage is of tho hard- 
er surface, which is the same as the 
asphalt and concrete city streets. 

Lower Merion Township is the larg- 
est section of Montgomery County, and 
is said to pay about 4(i per cent, of the 
county taxes. The section which will 
benefit by the highway issue extends 
from Overbrook to Eosemont, along the 
Main Line, exclusive of tho Borough of 
Narberth, and along the Schuylkill Val- 
ley district from Bala to the river.

The following letters will no doubt 
prove interesting to our leaders: 

Narberth, Pa., June 2S. 1920. 
Mr. W. R. D. Hall, President, 

Council, Borough of Narberth, 
jVarberth, Pa. 
A letter which you directed to Chas. 
E. Kreamer, President of the local 
Board of Health, calling attention to 
the water in the cellar which is breed- 
ing mosquitos at the southeast corner 
of Windsor and Essex avenues, lias 
been referred to me. I shall make an 
inspection of this house at once, and 
"whatever nuisance there is will be rem- 
edied, but I cannot understand why so 
much fuss should be made over a 
trifling tiling of this character when 
Brick Row is permitted to breed disease 
in the fearful form in which it is with- 
out any effort being made on the part 
of the local Board of Health to pre- 
vent same. The whole Woodbine ave- 
nue district is overrun with whooping 
cough, measles and kindred diseases of 
this sort in these pest houses. 1 com- 
municated these facts to the State 
Board of Health in a recent letter and 
an inspector made an investigation and 
reports that the facts are worse than 1 
have stated, but that tliey are at the 
mercy of the local Board of Health. 
If you wish to confer upon me a 
courtesy, call at my office and see the 
letter from the State Board.

AVindsor avenues has been referred to 
you and that you will take prompt steps 
for its abatement. 

I note also your comment on the con- 
dition of the public health in the Wood- 
bine avenue district and, further, that 
you referred these facts as you found 
them to the State Board of Health. 

I am directing the attention of the 
Narberth Board of Health to this condi- 
tion, with a request that it be promptly 
attended to. You arc doubtless aware 
that all such complaints should lie made 
direct to the local Board of Health 
rather than to the State Board, which 
as you have discovered is without man- 
datory power in cases of this kind. 

I am unable to understand the men- 
tal attitude which permits you to term 
a perfectly proper report on a disease 
breeding condition a "fuss" over a 
"trilling thing." In my opinion, 
neither the condition originally com- 
plained of nor the subject to which 
you direct attention arc trifling things, 
but rather menaces which should bo 
promptlv attended to bv the Board of 
Health.' 

In my eommuiiiactiou to the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Health I am en- 
closing a copy of this letter to you. I 
shall avail myself of your kind invita- 
tion to droji in your office to see the 
letter from the State Board of Health.

I am enclosing herein a letter which 
1 have received from Mr. William T. 
Harris, together with a copy of my 
reply to the same. 

The condition to which Mr. Harris 
refers is one which should not be per- 
mitted to continue. I trust that your 
Board will take prompt action in tiiis 
ease. 

For a month past ] have been receiv- 
ing complaints that quarantines for 
contagious diseases have not been prop- 
erly declared or enforced. In one in- 
stance which 1 know of, the fault un- 
doubtedly lay with the attending 
physician, who neglected to report a 
case of whooping cough. It is my be- 
lief that your Board should take prompt 
action to impress upon practicing physi- 
cians of all schools that all cases of 
contagious diseases must be promptly 
reported so that quarantine notices may 
be placed, and on the expiration of the 
quarantine another formal report that 
the danger is evaded should also be 
filed witli the Board of Health so that 
quarantine notice may be removed. 

T trust that your Board will take im- 
mediate action along the lines indicated 
and that occasion for further complaint 
of laxness will not be afforded.
